See  now  how  Paul  strikes  the  vital  point 
in  national  and  religious  prejudice— vs.  14, 
15.  The  Gentiles  have  what  is  equivalent 
to  the  moral  law.  Their  conscience  and 
their  words  bear  testimony.  Their  moral 
sense  accuses  or  else  excuses  them  accord- 
ing1 as  they  do  right  or  wrong  in  the  light 
of  the  revelation  which  they  have.  If 
those  who  have  the  written  law  go  free 
simply  because  they  have  it,  then  Gentiles 
will  be  equally  safe  liecause  they  too  have 
a revelation.
